Out of Europe and Settle 


Its Own Problems. 


SAN JOSE, Oct. 4.—Senator Hi- 


ram 
VF. Johnson, In an address 


here last night, urged that Amftr- 
ica solve the problems of Jts own 
people before participating in those 
of "Europe. 
He spoke before the 


Commercial Club of San Jose at 
Ita annual dinner. 
The maimed and crippled men, 


women and children of California, 
he said, are* failing to receive the 
care they deserve because of lack 
of state funds. 
He expressed the 
opinion that sympathy for these 
should come ahead of sympathy 
for sufferers across the Atlantic. 


The wheat farmers of America 


are facing the loss of many of 
their homes. Senator Johnson de- 
clared, because of low prices, h!gh 
production costs and high costs of 
transportation. Stabilization of Eu- 
rope will not solve the problems cf 
these farmers, he said. Instead of 
Increasing their export markets It 
•would decrease them, according to 
the speaker. 
"What the farmers need, for one 
thing, according to Senator John- 
son. Is a system of co-operation 
eimllar to that usM by the fruit 
growers of California. This should 
fee given govecnment aid, he said. 
Senator Johnson characterized 
interest of Americans in foreign 
affairs as tn encouraging sign . of 
•octal and political progress so 
long as It does not Interfere with 
Important matters that touch the 
daily'lives of people here.

THE KELS CASE. 


Writers of detective stories have invented 


few plots more wild and incredible than that 
which is revealed in the purported confessions' 
of Alex Kels of Lodi. 
In all the stark un* 


reasonableness of the act as it is described by 
the authorities there is material for the psy- 
chologists and proof of the olcl saying that the 
criminal will return to the scene.of his crime. 


The Kels "funeral" in Lodi Avas the largest 


San Joaquin county lias seen iu years. There 
was genuine mourning in the belief that a man 
who had heen highly regarded was dead. Then 
Alex Kels, whose reported confession reveals a 
story of murder and diabolic substitution of 
corpses was seen at Reno. He was seen again 
at Sacramento. 


According to what the man has said, he 


fled toward Mexico .and was in a way to make 
his disappearance absolute. 
Once- over the 


border it is probable he would have escaped de- eac)l 
. 


tection and Lodi citizens would have continued looking at 
in the belief that the man who was buried with 
so much of feeling was their fellow townsman. 


But Kels came back. He visited Reno, went 


to Sacramento, to Eureka to see an Indian 
dance, kept circling about his old farm and 
that haystack. Something seemed to be pull- 
ing him, a something which caused him to give 
up the apparent certainty of escape, made him- 
risk recognition, and,resulted in his capture. 


And the capture itself! Here was the tor- 


tured man driven to the point of suicide. What- 
ever it was which held him from flight, which 
forced him to circle about Lodi, gradually 
drawing nearer as a derelict moves toward the 
whirlpool, triumphed. He could stand it no 
longer and had a rifle to his head when the 
law reached out and grabbed him.' 


There is a moral in all this, perhaps several. 


The orderly life which Kels had lived for some 
years, the principles which had been his, had 
not been obliterated by his sudden and mad 
criminal act. They fought in the man's brain 
for supremacy. Conscience, tradition, iipbring- 
ing, fear and remorse can be more 'certain 
and unremitting iu their exactions than the 
law.

JAPANESE EARTHQUAKE.

Your correspondent of Sept. 11 


may be surprised to learn that. th» 


e^cent Japanese earthquake was 
predicted nearly two years ago, ac- 
cording to Prof. 'J. Tondorf, d,lrec- 
or of the Georgetown University 
eismic Observatory at Washing^ 
on. He pointed out that Prof. J?. ^ 
Omori, 'of the Imperial Earthquake 
nvestigation Committee of Japan, 
n March, 19 22,'- forecast the oc- 
:urrence of severe shocks within 
5x years. 
[ ' 


According to Science Service, th» 


prediction was based on the num- 
ber of quakes immediately preced- 
ing. Prof. Omori noted that when 
the quakes were many and 
fre- 


quent, 
severe shocks were lesa 


likely to ; follow, /but when 
the 


small earth movements were few. 
and far between, earthquakes were 
likely to be more severe later. Be- 
'cause of the comparative absence 
o£ quakes preceding his forecast* 
the 
Japanese, scientist 
predicted 


that serious quakes would occur 
within a period of six years. 


Through -his study of rainfall, ha 


was able to point out an apparent 
connection between the precipita- 
^tion and earthquakes, showing that 
when the rainfall was heavy in th« 
region studied, It would be fol^ 
lowed by quakes. 


Prof. Omori believed that the 


primary cause^of an earthquake is 
the breaking of the earth's crust, 
but that the cause of thia breaking 
irf the additional pressure of air 
and water as shown by rainfall and 
barometric measurements.

1906.

THE MENTAL SIDE 


Having gone pretty thoroughly 
into the putting phase of golf, it 
perhaps would be apropos to havo 
a discussion on tho mental aide of 
the game. 
Aa I have previously stated, the 
grten Is tho ideal place to Btart 
the pupil, according to my theory, 
because it la there that niuch can 
be done to give the player the 
proper mental attitude right at the 
start.

The concentration of trying to 
negotiate the bull into the cup, 
and the competitive element that 
this brings in, relieves the player 
of 
any . self7consciousness 
that 


might be created in trying to start 
with the more difficult strokes. 
This, then, being the case, and 
my readers shortly about to leave 
the- green and'take up other mat- 
ters, we will have a talk about the 
way the player ia apt to be affected 
mentally as he or she progresses. 
Starting- with the

CONFIDENCE HALF BATTTjE 
"Confidence Is half the battle," 
they eay, and from my observa- 
tions the>-axiom certainly Is, ti'ue in 
so far as golf is concerned.

certain respects every golfer should 
be a. disciple of Coue. 
Just get 
the Idea the ball will do as It is 
bidden, then the hesitation, or the 
fear of the stroke will dSsapper. 
There is no better place to ac- 
quire that confidence than on the 
green, for putting has been ,the 
making or breaking of: many a 
player.

Thei-fi is one thing I would like 
to particularly emphasize, and that 
is the harm that sometimes conies 
from a player trying to imitate all 
the masters.

Sometimes the 
golfer .will be 


getting reasonable results from a 
certain grip or sldnce, only to see 
one of the 
stars executing tho 
stroke in a. different fashion'.

mediately this golfer will strive to 
emulate the star's method of exe- 
cution.
